A F A T A L EXPLOSION. 


Four 
Men 
Instantly

MoBiiiB, Ala,, Dec. 30.—Yesterday 
morning one of the boilers of the Gulf 
City oil works exploded with terrific 
force, blowing out the east and west 
walls of the building, and destroying the 
adjoining sheds. At the time of the ex 
plosion J. S. Johnson, of Georgia, the 
foreman, and twenty-four colored hands 
were at work. 
A crowd soon collected 
and 
began extracting the wounded 
whose cries could be heard from all 
parte of the debris.

Miller's Victim D e a d a t 
Toledo—The Tragedy.

TOLEDO, Deo. 30.—The death of Al. 
Painter,who was shot at his hotel Wind- 
sor, by Henry Miller, creates great ex- 
citement here and gossip about it is con- 
flicting. 
Miller worked for Painter and 
alleged the latter owed him big money 
and would not pay him. 
This drove 
Miller to drink and under the influence 
of liquor he demanded that Painter di- 
vide the profits of their liquor business 
on the steamer Waite. 
Then came the 
shooting. 


PAINTER'S ANTE-MORTEM STATEMENT. 
Shortly before noon. Attorney Frank 
Wright, the wounded man's counsel, ac- 
companied by Notary 
Public James 
Hueston and his physicians, entered the 
room of the dying man, and, advancing 
to the bedside, said: "Al, your condi- 
is such that we may need your statement 
at the trial of the case, and I want you 
to tell us how this man Miller came to 
shoot you. 
Now I want you to tell us, 
Al, just how this thing occurred and all 
about it," 


The wounded man opened his half- 
closed eyes and gazed slowly around 
him. 
The pain he was suflering was 
plainly depicted in his pallid face, and 
the nervous twitching of his lips indi- 
cated that he felt himself that the end 
was near. 
With a httle difiSculty he 
told the story as follows: 


"I was coming from the dining room 
and going into the bar room. 
Just as I 
was entering the bar room he (Miller) 
raised his revolver and shot me. I ran 
into the dining room and ran up stairs. 
He followed me and shot at me as I was 
running up stairs. 
I made no threat, 
either by word or move, I did not have 
time. 
I did not at first recognize him, 
and could not tell whether he was drunk 
or sober. 
He did not say a word to me 
before or after the shooting. 
(Signed) 
" A L B E R T PAINTER. " 


At the conclusion of the statement, 
which was written as he dictated it, he 
painfully affixed his signature and then 
dropped back into the pillow, closed his 
eyes and was evidently slowly losing 
consciousness, and those around him 
could plainly see that the life cord was 
slowly severed by death. 


MIIILIER IN THE STATION HOUSE. 


The reporter saw him at the police 
station this morning when the following 
conversation took place: 


"Hello, Hank, do you know me? 
How are you feeling this morning?" 


"Of course I know you," replied Mil- 
ler, 
"I am feeling miserably. 
My head 
feels like it was going to split open." 


"What about your trouble, they say 
Al owed you some money, how about 
that?" 


Why, of course he owed me money, 
a big pile of it too. I don't care to tell 
anything about the circumstances just 
now. The story in the morning paper is 
not right, noi do the public know any- 
thing of the true facts in the case. I am 
terribly sick now and cannot recollect 
anything that occurred. I know that I 
must have been very angry and very 
drunk, but for the life of me, I cannot 
tell whatever possessed me to go there 
and do what I did. 
I do not remember 
anything. 
My brain's in a terrible 
whirl and I do not want to talk now, for 
Heaven knows what I might say. 
No, 
I won't make any statement until my 
head's in a clearer condition. 


Mr. Painter's attorney, Frank Wright, 
states as follows: "A few days ago Mil 
ler brought suit against Mr. Painter for 
11295, before justice Bailleaux, and the 
case was continued until Monday after- 
noon. Painter didn't owe Miller any 
money; Miller was hard up and he sim- 
ply brought suit to extort money from 
Mr. Painter.

THE COUNTY DEBT. 


It is scarcely necessary to read the 
people of Port Wayne and Allen connty 
a lecture on political practices and ohi 
canery. 
The party in power is always 
and at all times attacked by the party in 
the minority and every artifice and 
statement, without Uie slightest regar( 
to truth, is thrust at the ruling power. 
When democrats are the "under dog 
they fight the republicans and when the 
rej ublicans are the least their warfare is 
directed at the democrats. 
The Gazette 
pursues this stereotyped course with » 
persistency that would be commendable 
if its zeal did not run away with its bet- 
ter judgment, and lead it to make itself 
ridiculous in the eyes of thinking people 
who must be credited with knowing a 
thing or two themselves. 


No person ever denied the county was 
in 
debt 
or 
attempted 
to 
cloud 
the 
amount 
of 
county 
orders 
afloat save when the 
Gazette pur 
posely 
and 
with 
a 
vicrw 
to 
helping its own party into power, mis- 
stated the amount in ridiculously extrav- 
agant figures. Every annual report of 
the co mty auditor and treasurer has 
been published in THE SENTINEL and in 
pamphlet form been distributed through- 
out the county. 
In these papers every 
item of debt was stated, and not only in 
this way were the officials honest, open 
and true, but they laid the books before 
every man who desired to examine and 
inquire about them. The Gazette never 
permitted the figures to approach the 
truth and does not now in its attempt to 
paint the county affairs red. 


There are $219,000 county orders afloat, 
but there is in the county treasury $72, 
000 cash to offset that indebtedness, 
reducing the actual 
indebtedness to 
something, 
like 
$147,000. 
On the 
county orders now afloat and held by 
speculators the county pays six per cent, 
interest. Knowing the credit of the 
county to be good and that six per-cent 
interest is too high, the commissioners 
decided, to bond the debt and reduce the 
interest to 5 per cent, making, a saving 
to the tax-payers annually on this inter- 
est item alone of 1 percent, not to men- 
tion the premium the bonds will certain" 
ly command at public sale. 
The county 
commissioners prefer to bond $200,000 
of the floating debt, call in the remaining 
$19,000 of county orders and have cash 
enough in the treasury to pay dollar for 
dullar on any expenditure until next 
tax-pay ng time, when $110,000 will be 
collected to continue their economical 
program and 
wipe out the bonds. 
There will be no more hawking of county 
orders at 98 cents on the dollar, but any 
man who serves the county can step 
up to the counter and get dollar for dol- 
lar, and any time a contract is let the 
bidder must put his figures down, be- 
cause the commissioners can say "this is 
cash business; you need not figure on 
losing two cents on each dollar," 


In the year 1888, $15,000 of the bond- 
ed debt becomes due and will be paid. 
The next year $15,000 more falls due, 
the next year $20,000 and so on, year af- 
ter year, is the principal and interest cut 
off until AlJen county owes not a cent 
and it won't cost the tax payers an extra 
or additional penny to dispel this debt. 


The national government bonded its 
debt, the state governments bond their 
debts, the city of Fort Wayne, which the 
Gazette approves, bonded its debt to as- 
sume a cash basis, just as the county 
commissioners are doing now. This one 
point alone disproves every thing the 
Gazette says and shows its attempt to 
cast discredit on the county to be weak 
and spiteful. 


The people of Fort Wayne pay big 
taxes, because their tax is double—that 
is, they pay city, county and state tax. 
In the city $1 is levied on every $100 
worth of property to maintain the city 
government. 
This is economical cer- 
tainly, but then think that in the county 
but 75 cents is levied for each $100 worth 
of property, or 25 per cent, less than in 
the city. The other tax on the county 
duplicate is levied by the state to support 
the state government,while the rest goes 
to the state house fund, the university 
fund and the school fund. 


There are crying needs of reform in the 
system of taxation. People are annually 
burdened to keep treasury vaults over- 
flowing with school funds, which benefit 
but a few. 
The school 
funds of 
the city and county now amount 
to 
something like $300,000 in excess of all 
requirements and still the burden of tax- 
ation is thrust upon us by an unjust 
state law which no legislature has. had 
the courage to regulate or correct. 
Into 
this already rich channel flow flues and 
iquor taxes to swell the tide of wealth 
already too high. 


The 
bridge expenditures of Allen 
oounty have been enormous, probably 
too much so, but fine iron structures are 
standing to show for them. The bridges 
last year alonecost the connty $42,876.18. 


The poor expenses are a great drain 
on the county treasury and last year 
alone they amounted $46,272^40. The city 
government has none of these expendi- 
tures and stiU the people wonder where 
the county money goes to, not thinking 
that the hospitals of Fort Wayne re- 
ceived something like $10,000 from the 
county last year for nursing the poor. 


The oounty has postponed no in^prove- 
ment, has distributed them equally all 
over the oounty; has drained wet lands 


the Gazettet or no one else, has showed 
us 
that 
one 
penny, 
was 
stolen 
or 
even 
wrongfully 
spent. 
If 
it were 
otherwise 
THE 
SBNTIKIEL 
would rebel and warn the people. 
It 
will not court favor with professional 
politicians or office mongers, but strive 
to assist to power men capable and hon- 
est for the trusts to which they aspire. 


Oounty Commissioner Briant was elect- 
ed on a reform republican platform and 
the Gazette promised wonders if he was 
chosen. By a scratch Mr. Briant crept 
into office and his two year term expired 
but a few weeks ago. The debt increased 
under Mr. Briant's administration. 
He 
voted for every appropriation and certi- 
fied to every bil. He neither discovered 
nor disclosed any dishonesty an'? if there 
was any he would know it. 
This whole 
matter leaves the Gaztte and people in- 
fluenced by it in a sorry plight and con- 
verts thier alarm into thin wind scared 
up to make republican votes and perpet- 
uate the imposition of selling six percent 
county orders to selfish speculators at 
95 or 98 cents on the dollar, and makiii 
the profit ef the holder from 8 to 10 cents 
on every doUar order he owns a year. 


There need be no alarm and THE SEN-

Ornamenting the Head—Eeeentrie Costumes 
and Sunshiny 
Toilch—The Owl 
as a Bird of Fashion,

The owl is the bird of fashion now. 
Says the Philadelphia Times, discours- 
ing of tlya new craze: 


The girl who does not get a repre- 
sentation of an owl's bead in some form 
or other as a Christmas present this 
year will be wofully disappointed. 
"I 
never saw anything like it in my life," 
said a Chestnut-street jeweler the other 
day. "Women are just rank crazy over 
owls and owl's head.s. They want them 
on everything they buy. 
A lady came 
in here only yesterday and got out a 
pretty little gold Swiss with a per- 
fectly plain polished case. 
She wanted 
to know whether she could not have an 
owl's face engraved on the center of 
the case, or a circle of little owls around 
the edge. 
'Anything, so it's owls,' she 
said. 
Of course, we had to do as she 
asked, but she'll grumble when she has 
bo pay the bill. 
For the life of me, I 
can't see what, they find pretty in the 
staring old yellow-eyed bird." 


A glance around the jewelry store 
showed plain evidence of the rage. All 
the 
new 
styles of bronze 
clocks 
were ornamented with figures of the 
»olemn bird of night. 
He stared from 
vases and painted umbrella stands, and 
from every conceivable ornament. 
In 
silver he was woriied up in a hundred 
different form-!. His head formed the 
head of pepper-boxes, umbrellas, and 
canes, and h') was used to ornament 
tacepins, breastpins, and hairpins. 
A 
thing that attracted a great many la- 
dies was a small natural owl's head, 
covered with brown feathers, with the 
big yellow eyes wide open. 
It was 
set on a silver back, to be used as 
breastpin, and was valued 
at $10. 
Women who would be frightened half 
to death at the hoot of an owl on a 
dark night are now proud to wear 
stuffed owls' heads in their fall bon- 
nets. 
The cheerless bird is also ex- 
tensively used for 
decorating fancy 
note paper.

Upon an effective skirt of plush the 
spots and colorings of the leopard's 
coat are faithfully rej^roduced. 
Over 
this is draped cashmere, into which is 
introduced a bengaline broche stripe, 
the leopard i3lush reappearing in the 
waistcoat and cuiis. 
Au odd toilet of 
bottle-green velvet, faced with apricot 
faille, has panels of brocaded flowers 
woven in their natural colors upon 
white ground, and over them waves of 
jetted net, which subdues the colorings 
and obviates what might be too violent 
a contrast. 


In golden brown Française faille is a 
walking costume with panel on the left 
side embroidered in scrolls of steel and 
gold, with .small brown wooden acorns 
coming from each center, the opposite 
eiide of the skirt being formed of a 
close box-pleatting of the skirt. 
A 
princess costume of black Guinet silk 
has waistcoat and front of striped gold 
ahd black, with revers of black velvet 
from the neck to the edge of the skirt, 
the revers meeting at the waist. Many 
of the self-colored cashmere dresses, 
which are very popular, are richly em- 
broidered in satin stitch ; others are in 
steel, and one, in a shade of absinthe, 
is worked in small beads to match. 


A real novelty is a dress of tea-green 
or mouse-colored astrakan cloth. 
It is 
full and ample in its draperies, which 
r ound the hem are bordered with soft 
silk mulberry fringe. 
The side panels 
take the lorm of revers, on which are 
five broad horizontal bands of velvet, 
caught down with large buttons. 
The 
front is draped with a large passamen- 
terie agraffe, and the back falls m 
straight pleats. 
The bodice fastens 
diagonally, is pointed in front, and dis- 
plays the same straps and buttons.— 
Philadelphia 
Times.

Some of the little hood-shaped bon- 
nets which are made in velvet or plush 
have the wide fullings round the face 
filled in with a soft shade of pink tulle, 
which is becoming to most wearers. 
To one of this description of bonnet a 
bizarre effect was given by three rob- 
bins arranggd with their tails to stand 
high above the front, looking very 
natural, on a peroh which no bird lov- 
ers could desire for these winter fa- 
vorites, who

A warm, comfortable bonnet is of 
shot red and green boncle woolen, 
with a rough surface. 
A row of woolen 
balls of the two colors form the edge 
of the entire bonnet. 
The strings are 
woolem, to match with embroidered 
imali loopi of silk, foming » promi- 
nent feature in the work, f^nd also Bft- 


The Imperatrioe is an example in 


which the new wooden ribbon, backed 
with satin, is introduced. 
It is a black 
velvet bonnet with anreole of jet in 
front. 
The ribbon is scarlet, and is 
arranged as a high cluster of loops in 
front, as a torsade down the center of 
the crown and terminates in strings. 


A lady-like bonnet' is in brown felt, 
with stars of brown and gold beads let 
into the felt, and not applique on it. 
These transparent beaded circles have 
a novel effect. Bronze velvet and a 
cluster of graceful tips form the trim- 
ming. 


For young ladies there are small, 
white toques of ourson or lambs' wool 
in pure white. 
The wings at the side 
and the osprey at the. top are all white.

EDUCATORS ÄBBOAI>. 


Fort Wayne Gentlemen Prom- 
inent in the Council of 
State Teacliers. 


The association of state teachers met 
at Indianapolis yesterday with a great 
attendance. 
The college adjunct met 
in the afternoon and the first paper was 
»ead by Dr. Charles R. Dryer, of the 
Fort Wayne College of Medicine. It re- 
lated to "Medicine and Agiiculture as 
Learned Professions." The speaker said 
in brief: "The state of Indiana does not 
believe in the learned profi ssions. 
She 
guarantees to every man the right to be 
his own priest, lawyer and physician. 
Physicians not being officers of any de- 
partment of the government, the state 
did not see fit to recognize the existence 
of a medical profession at all, not even 
to exclude frgm it women, paupers, crim- 
inals and children. Until the last session 
ot the legislature the practice of med- 
icine was absolutely open to all without 
limit or restraint. 
Under such circum- 
stances the business of doctoring has 
become much overdone. 
Medicine is, 
foi the most part, harmless stuff, else 
would the American people be already 
threatened with extermination. 
The 
legislature has at last concluded that 
medicine ought to be a learned profes- 
sion. There is no longer any excuse for 
the practitioner's ignorance, as there are 
four regular medical schools in the state 
and 110 schools in the United States. 
Before another generation can grow up 
medicine will become, beyond all ques- 
tion, a learned profession. 


"Except farming there is no occupa- 
tion which requires so wide a range of 
knowledge as the practice of medicine. 
In farming use can be made of nearly 
the whole range of scientific knowledge. 
Between scientific medicine and scien- 
tific agriculture there is a striking anal- 
ogy, Every proprietor and manager of 
a farm needs techincal training. Here is 
a contrast: 
On the one hand a medical 
profession already crowded, consisting 
of 
100,000 practitioners, 
with 110 
schools and 11,000 students; on the other 
hand, an agricultural profession con- 
sisting of 4,000,000 farmers, not one in 
100 of whom has received any scientific 
training whatever, and in the schools 3,- 
000 students, of whom possibly 500 a 
year are graduated." 


The speaker elaborated these thoughts, 
making an address prolific in pertinent 
facts and suggestions, and of deep con- 
cern to those present. 


Speaking of the proceedings of the 
high school section of the State Teach- 
ers' association, the Indianapolis News 
says: "Chester E. Lane, principal of 
the Fort Wayne high school, followed 
with a paper on "The Value of the 
Student Spirit to the Profession of 
Teaching," which was critical and in- 
structive; and Superintendent E. D. 
Bosworth, of Farmer City, 111., lead in 
the discussion, which was also partici- 
pated in by various other members of 
the section." 


At the meeting of the High school 
branch, the election of officers for the 
next year resulted as follows: President, 
C. E. Lane, of Fort Wayne; vice-presi- 
dent, Mrs. E. M. McRae, of Mai ion; 
secretary, Miss M. E. Ahern, of Spen- 
cer. 


Prof. Charles R. Dryer has also ^been 
chosen a charter member of the associa- 
tion of scientists of Indiana.

Charged With Cutting Rates 
at Indianapolis. 


The Wabash is can-ying almost one- 
half the freight out of Indianapolis and 
the competing lines are up in arms, 
charging Agent Lynn, formerly of Fort 
Wayne, with cutting rates. A commit- 
tee is appointed to investigate and if 
Lynn is guilty he will be fined and may 
be dismissed. 


Mr. Lynn says in reference to the 
charge that he had underbilled loads of 
grain that "if it was proved that he had 
connived with shippers for this purpose 
he ought to be dismissed from Wabash 
service." He said further: "It is not 
true that I knowingly underbilled grain. 
I am supported by the bills as given me 
by the elevators. Like my predecessor 
and competitors, I accept the weights as 
indicated by the elevator companies; if 
there is a collusion between the shipper 
and the elevators, it is not within my 
knowledge or with my approval. If it 
had been the Bee Line or I. B. & W., 
that had hauled this freight nothing 
would have been said, but because the 
Wabash, by being able to furnish cars 
promptly and to send them anywhere, 
has secured a large share of the traffic, 
charges of underhand doings are at once 
made, but I am fortified for the investi- 
gation."

EDUCATORS ABROAD. 


Fort Wayne Gentlemen Prom- 


inent In the Council of 


Htate Teacher*. 


The association of state teachers met 


at ladianapolia yesterday with a great 
attendance. 
Tbe college adjunct met 


in the afternoon and the first paper wsa 
ead by Dr. Charles R. Dryer, of the 
Fort Wayne College of Medicine. It re- 
lated to "Medicine and Agriculture as 
Learned Profwaiona." Tbe apeaker said 
in brief: "The state of Indiana does not 
believe in the learned prof acions. 
She 


guarantees to every man the right to be 
hi* own priest, lawyer and physician. 
Physicians not being officers of any de- 
partment of the government, the state 
did not see fit to recognize the existence 
of a medical prtfttwion at all, not even 
to exclude from it women, panjiers, crim- 
inals and children. Until the last reeaion 
ol the legislature the practice of med- 
icine was absolutely open to sll without 
limit or restraint. 
Under such circum- 


stances the business of doctoring has 
become much overdone. 
Medicine is, 


foi the most part, harmless stuff, else 
would tbe American people be already 
threatened with extermination. 
The 


legislatnn has at last concluded that 
medicine ought to be a learned profi 
sion. There ia no longer any excuse for 
the practitioner's ignorance, as then are 
four regular medical schools in the state 
and 110 schools in the United States. 
Before another generation can grow np 
medicine will become, beyond all ques- 
tion, a learned profession. 


"Except fanning then is no occupa- 


tion which requires so wide s range of 
knowledge as the practice of medicine. 
In farming nse can be made of nearly 
the whole range of icientific knowledge. 
Between scientific medicine and amen 
tific agricnltnn there ia a striking anal- 
ogy. Every proprietor and manager of 
a farm needs tecbineal training. Hen is 
a contrast: 
On the one hand a medical 


profession already crowded, consisting 
of 
100,000 practitioners, 
with 110 


schools and 11,000 students; on the other 
band, an agricultural profession con- 
sisting of 4,000,000 farmers, not one in 
100 of whom has received any scientific 
training whatever, and in the schools 3, 
000 students, of whom possibly 500 a 
year an graduated.** 


The speaker elaborated these thoughts, 


making an address prolific in pertinent 
facto and suggestions, and of deep con 
oern to those present 


Speaking of the proceedings of tbe 


high school section of the State Teach 
era* association, the Indianapolis JWv« 
says: "Chester E. Lane, principal of 
the Fort Wayne high school, followed 
with s paper on "The Value of the 
Student Spirit to the Profession of 
Teaching," which was critical and in- 
structive; and Superintendent E. D. 
Bosworth, of Farmer City, 111, lead in 
the discussion, which was also partici- 
pated in by varioua other members of 
the section."

branch, the election ol officers for the

C. E. Lane, of Fort Wayne; vice-presi- 
dent, Mrs. E. M. McIUe, of Muion;

Like my predecessor 
and competitor!, I accept the weights as 
indicated by tbe elevator companies; if 
then ia a collusion between the ahipper 
and tbe elevators, it is not within my 
knowledge or with my approval. If it 
had beau the Bee Line or I. R A W., 
that had hauled this freight nothing 
would have been said, but Itecanse the 
Wahaah. by lieing able to furnish cars 
promptly aud to send them anywhere, 
baa secured a large shan of the traffic, 
charges of underhand doings an at ones 
made, but I am fortified for the Investi- 
gation."
